Totten into his hands the ſole gonernance of the moſt ſacred per- 
ton of our ſouereigne 1o2d,x conſequently the P2otectourſhip of al 
his highnes realmes,and domintons,immediately to lay a fit foũ⸗ 
dacion {02 his vnhappie, a vnſkilfull gouernement,bzought b kyn- 
ges maieſtie(whyom he tote by pꝛetente to gouerne, being lefte by 
his highnes father of moſt famous memoꝛie in teder peres, but pet 
m peace)ſodeinly into open hoſtilitie, ⁊ wars againſt two puiſſat 
realms at once, conſidering neither the habilitie to begin noꝛ mea- 


nes to continue them: wherin folowing alwaies his owne ſingu⸗ 


laritie by ſtirring, increaſing of new quarels, and cauſes of war, 
by vnaduiſed inuaſions, by Deſperate enterpꝛiſes, and voiages, by 
ſumpteous endleſſe vain foztificacions both in foꝛein reaimes,and 
in the ſeas,by bꝛinging into the realme of coſtlye, and greate num⸗ 
bꝛe of ſttaungers men of warre, a ſuch other innumerable vain de⸗ 
uiſes he did not onely erhauſt, x vtterly waſt the kinges maieſties 
treaſure, # reuenues ot his Crowne, a of vs his highnes ſubjects, 
but allo endaungered his maieſtiez credite beyonde the ſeas,wyth 
divers ſtraunge Merchaunts, by taking vp, a bozowing great lũ⸗ 
mes of money, growing from time to time moꝛe and moze indura- 
ble, which gate of miſery being ſo wide opened, we all know, a the 
beſt part of vs felt, vꝛhat a heap of calamities fell vppon all the re- 
alme immediatly, vea, to this day, what pꝛeſts and memoꝛie ther- 
of remaineth not wholly pet filled vp Dk: . 
Firſt the kings maieſties treaſure of al ſoztes waſted, the greate 
ſubſtance of the moncis molted, and altered in baſe Coigne, toꝛ the 
ſeruing ofthe charges of theſe warres: the lawes, a auncient poli⸗ 


tie of this noble realm diſſolued, a vniointed, + by example hereof, 


theſtate of Jreland endaũgered with faccions,x rebellions, wher⸗ 
in no mall ſummes of treaſure were alſo waſted in aries, toztt- 
ficacionz,part wherof remain vnts this pꝛelent day of neceility. Jn 
the middeſt ok al theſe miſeriez,by ſuffrice of v ſaid late Pꝛotectoꝛ, 
roſe vp a monſtrous and daungerous rebellion of the leud nubzez, 
and baſer multitude againſt their heddes.The withſtandinge and 
happye ſtave whereof, althoughe it came th2oughe the mercikuinez 
of Godde, by the labour and foztitude of others woozthye eternall 
pꝛaiſe, ſubduynge the headleſſe ragyng people infund2y? partes of 
the Realme, delluering vs the kings maieſttes natur all ſubiectes, 
oute of oure vnnaturall ſubiection to him that ruled vs with diloꝛ⸗ 
dꝛe, and finally reſtoꝛing the roiall perſone of the kinges hyghnelle 


to the fredome ok his pꝛintely eſtate ct conſequently to an honoꝛa⸗ 


dle peace with his enemies: pet could not hetherto the gret bꝛe 
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and ruin of the kings maieſties eſtate, touching his treaſure,be re- 
paired, oꝛ reenfoꝛted, which conſequently folowed vppon the fyꝛſte 
foildacions bꝛoken, although in other points ok the decay (thanked 
be God) the kings maieſties owne merueilous intelligence, w the 
induſtry of good counſaillours, hath notably ſupplied, and amẽded 
the dekaults. And as theſe foꝛmer erroꝛs bꝛought his maieſtie inte 
vtter waſtez of his owne treaſure and richeſſe, into the expences of 
oure Subſidies graunted foz the ſame warres, thoughe nothinge 
aunſwerable to the expenſes of the ſame, finally, into notable # vn⸗ 
meaſurable charges beyond the ſeas, fo pꝛouiſions of money takẽ 
vp in time of wars: So pet to the encreaſe of this koꝛmer ſoare,we 
remembꝛe and perceiue alſo, that there were exceading great char- 
ges left by the late king of famous memone,by reaſon of his war- 
res to be diſcharged, aſwel beyond the ſeas towardes ſtraungers, 
as on this ſide towardes his owneſubiects,which of their nature 
beyond the ſeas did foꝛ lacke of paiment grow exceſſiuely, beſides 
the late euident great charge, and loſſe ſuſteined by the kings ma- 
ieſtie, foꝛ the onely p2ofite ofhis publique weale, in the reducynge 


of part ot his coigne, from a notable baſeneſſe, to a fine ſtandard by 


the which his maieſtie lacketh a great pꝛiuate gaine in his mintes, 
beeing now wooꝛth no reuenue at all, but rather chargeable, a the 
reſt of which coigne we truſt he wil ſhoꝛtly reduce to lite fineneſſe.

chequier vpon the paiment of the ſame colleccion, oꝛ at the ſaid day

And allo ol, and foꝛ the hononrabie houſe- 
hold of the king our louereigne Loꝛd, the Lady Maro, z the La⸗ 
dy Elizabethes graces the kinges maieſties ſiſters, and the Ladye 
Anne of Cleaues, in what ſhires, oꝛ other places the ſaid houſholds 
ſhall happen then to bee: And the loꝛde Chauncellour, and other 
with him beloꝛe named in like maner maye name, and appointe of 
euery other fach voꝛough, a towne coꝛpoꝛate, alwell in n. 
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as in Males, and other the kings dominions, as theye ſhall thynke 
requilite, ſixe, fiue, lower, three, oꝛ two of the hed officers,and other

Napes, Mapentakes, wardes, pariſhes, Townes, other places, 
aſwell win liberties, frauncheſies, auncient demcanes, places ex- 
empted, and Sanctuaries, as without, within the limittes of the 
Dhires, Ridinges, Lathes, Wapentakes, Kapes, Cities, towncz 
Boꝛoughes, oꝛ Ille afozeſaid,and other places within the limits 
of their tommiſſion, and to the Conſtables. Subconſtables, bap⸗ 
lifes, and other like officers, oꝛ miniſters cf euery cf the ſaid hun- 
dꝛedes, townes, wardes, Lathes, Wapentabes, pariſhes, x other 
places befoꝛeſaid, as to the ſaid commiſſioners, and cucrye num⸗ 
ber of them vnto thꝛee of them by their diſcretion in diuiſion, hal 
ſeeme expedient, as by the maner, and vle of that parties ſhalbee 
trequiſite, ſtreightly by the ſame pꝛecept charging a commanding 
the ſame inhabitants, conſtables and other officers aſozeſaide, to 
whome ſuch pꝛecept ſhalbe ſo directed, to appeare in their pꝛoper 
perſons befoꝛe the ſaide tommiſſioners, oꝛ ſuche nomber of them 
as they ſhal deuide themſelues, accoꝛding to the tenour of þ ſaide 
Commilſlton,at certeine daies, and places by the ſaide commiſſio⸗ 
ners, oꝛ anye nomber of them, as is abouelaide, within cities, bo 
roughes, oꝛ townes coꝛpoꝛate, oꝛ without in anye other plate, as 
is atozeſaid, by their diſcretions ſhalbe limitted therunto, to doe, 
and accompliſhe all that to them on the partie of our Soueraine 
loꝛd the king ſhalbe enioigned touching this act.

pearing betoꝛe the ſaid commiſſioners ſhalbe ſwozne perelye, du- 
ring the faid two yeres,vpon a booke openly befoze thecommiſ- 
II ſhall truely enquire with my felowes that ſhalbee charged 
me. of the hundꝛede, Dapentake, Marde, Towne; oz other plate 
of the beſt, and moſt value of the ſubſtanee of euery perſon dwel⸗ 
linge, and abiding within the limittes of theplaces, that J my 
kellowes ſhalbe charged with, and ol other which ſhatlhaue his 
02 their moſt reſo2te vnto any of the ſaide places, & chargeable W 
any ſumme of money, by this act of this ſaid Subſidie, and of all 
other Articles that I ſhalbee charged with, tonchinge the ſaide 
act, and accoꝛding to the entent of the ſame : And thereupon,as 
nere as it map, oꝛ ſhal come to my knowlege, truely to pꝛelente, ⁊ 
certifie befoze ou, the names, Surnames , and the beſt a vtter- 
molt ſubſtaunce, and values of euery of them, aſwell of Landes, 
Tenementes,and other hereditamentes,poſſeſſions, and pꝛofeic⸗ 
tes, as of goodes,Cattalles, debtes, and other thinges chargea 
ble by the ſaide acte, without any concelement, fauour, loue, affec⸗ 
tion, dꝛeade, feare, oꝛ malice, ſo helpe me God, and the holye con-

{aid pꝛeceptes, ſhal make like othe: and vppon the othe fo taken, 
a8 is afozcſaide, by thinhabitauntes , and officers of every hun- 
Dꝛede, Warde. Wapentake, Towne, oꝛ other place, the ſayd com- 
miſſioners ſhall yearelpe openlye there reade, oꝛ cauſe to be reade 
vnto them the ſayde rates, and openly declare the effecte of their 
charge vnto them in what manner and fourme they ought, and 
ſhoulde make theire certificates, accoꝛding to the rates, and ſum- 
mes thereof aboueſaide,and ol all maner of perſonnes, alweil of 
aliens and ſtraungers, Denizens, oꝛ not Denizens inhabited w- 
in this Nealme, as of ſuche perſonnes as bee boꝛne within the 
Ringes obeyſaunce chargeable to this Acte , and ok the poſſeſſi- 
ons, goodes, and Cattalles of Fraternities, Guildes, cozpozact- 
ons, Bꝛotherhodes, Miſteries, and communalties, and other, as 
is aboueſaide, and of perſonnes being in the parties of beyonde 
the Seas, hauynge goddes oz cattalles, landes oꝛ Tenementes 
wythin thys Realme,as is befozeſaide: And of all gooddes be⸗ 

ing in the cuſtodye to the vſe of anye other, as is aboueſayde, by 
the whyche inkoꝛmacion and ſhewing, the ſayde perſonnes ſhall

ſing and conteining in the ſame Pꝛecept the names, and Surna⸗ 
mes of all perſons pꝛeſented befoꝛe them in the ſaide certificat, of 
whom, if the ſaid Commiſſioners, oꝛ as many of them, as ſhalbee 
thereunto appointed by the kinges Commiſſion , ſhall then haue 
vehement ſulpecte to bee of moꝛe greater vaiue, oꝛ 92 
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in landes, goodes, cattalles oꝛ ſummes of money owing to them 
02 other {ubſtance befozeſaid,then vpon ſuch perſon, oꝛ perſonnes 
ſhalbe certified: The fame Commillioners ſhallmake theire pze- | 
cept 02 p2eceptes directed to the Conſtable, Bailifles, oꝛ other ot 
licers, tommaunding the ſame Conſtables, Bailiffes, oꝛ other of- 
ficers,to whome ſuche pꝛetept ſhalbee directed, to warne luch p- 
ſonnes, whole names ſhalbe compꝛiled in the ſaid pꝛecept, at their 
maͤnſions, oꝛ to theire perſonnes, that the ſame perfonnes named 
m luche pꝛeceptes , and euerye of them, ſhall perſonallye appeare 
bekoze the ſaide Commiſſioners at the ſame newe pefired daye, 
and place, there to bee ſwozne, and examined by all waies and 
meanes by the ſaide Commiſſioners, of theire greateſt ſubſtance 
and beſt value, and of all and euerye ſummes ol money owing to 
them, and other whatſoeuer matter concerning the pzemilles, oz 
any of them, accoꝛding to this acte. It which daye and place ſo 
pꝛefixed, the ſaide Commiſſioners then there being, oꝛ as manye 
bk them, as ſhalbe thereunto appointed by the kings Commiſſts, 
ſhall cauſe to bee called the ſaide perſonnes, whoſe names ſhalbe 
tompꝛiſed in the ſaide pꝛecepte, as is befozeſaide , koꝛ their exami- 
nation.

And in litze ma⸗ 
ner, it anye of them ſuſpected, as is befoꝛeſaide, appeare, à refuſe 
to bee Woꝛne, in kourme folo wing: Then euery ſuche offendour 
to be taxed and charged to the king with, at the double ſumme 
of the rate, that hee ſhoulde , oꝛ ought to haue beene ſette at , foz, 
and after the beſt value of hys ſubſtaunce vppon him certified by 
the ſame perſonne that made the certikicat, as is befo2elayde, by 
the difcretions of the ſayd Commilſioners there then being.

And that it be oꝛdeined by the ſaide autthoꝛitie of this pzeſent 
Parlament, that no pſon hauing two manſions,o2 two places to 
reſoꝛte vnto , oz calling himſelfe houſholde ſernaunt,o2 waitinge 
ſeruant to the kinges highneſſe,oz other Lo2de oꝛ Ladye,mailter 
oꝛ maiſtreſſe be excuſed vpon his ſaying from the tare of the ſaid

Doned by this act. And alſo extepted out of this generall a free par-

Pꝛouided alwaies, a bee it enacted by the aucthozitie afozeſayde 
that it ſhalbe lefull to al, euery clerk c other officer, oł any the kin⸗ 
ges courtes to award, ⁊ make wꝛites of Capias vtlagatum, at 5 ſuit 
of the partie plaintife againſt ſuch perſons outlawed,as be perdo- 
ned by this act, to thintent to compell thedefendaunt a dekendãts 
to make aunſwer to the plainetike, oꝛ plaintifes, at whoſe ſuite he, 
oꝛ they weare outlawed, Ind that euery perſon ſo outlawed, ſhall 
ſue a wait of Scire facias againſt the partie oz parties, at whoſc ſuit 
he, oꝛ they were io outlawed befoze this perdon in that behalf ſhal 
be allowed to him that ſo is outlawed. 

Pꝛduided alwap that this act of generall, and free perdon, oꝛ any
